this state that started him on

The writer was* born Sam* 


uel Langhorne Clemens on 
Nov. 30, 1835 in the obscure 
town of Florida, Mo. When 
he was 4 years old the fam- 
ily moved to Hannibal, Mo., a 
small town drowsing on the 
banks of the Mississippi River. 
The most interesting phase of 
Hannibal was that it provided 
a wharf where steamers from 
St Louis could unload their 
cargo, Crews of the steamers 
brought'news from the outside 
world, 


Samuel, an Irrepressible lad 


with a shock of unruly red 
hair, revelled in the wonders 
that beckoned from Holiday's 
H1J1 just beyond the back door 
of the house. Here nature 
reigned supreme, Samuel was 
fascinated by the nesting \Irds 
in springtime, the wild flow- 
ers, red haw, luscious black* 
berrlei, toothsome walnuts and 
hickory nuts in season, and 
the rustle and glory of falling 
leaves in autumn when the 
trees flamed with red and gold, 


As he lay on the ground 


under the trees, his gaze often 
wandered to the river baaklng 
in the sunlight and gleaming 
like a wide silver ribbon, 
fringed with green on either

Dog, You Bet and Virginia 
City. 


With excellent foresight, the 


Sacramento Union sent Mark . 
Twain to Hawaii, then known 
as the Sandwich Islands, to 
write travel sketches. These 
sketches became tumultuously 
popular, and when he returned 
his paper assigned him! to* go 
around the world and send 
back letters about his journey. 
When he reached New York he 
joined a party going to the 
Mediterranean and Palestine. 
"Innocents Abroad' grew from 
this tour. 


A prolific 
writer, 
books 


poured from his pen—"The Ad- 
ventures of Tom Sawyer" in 
1875; "Prince and the Pauper" 
In 1882, "Life on the Missis- 
sippi" in 1883 and "Adven- 
tures of Huckleberry Finn,1/ 
probably,the greatest of them 
all, in'1885. 


So long as foe world thrills 


•to adventure and youth, so 
long as readers remain young, 
in heart, Huck Finn and Tom 
Sawyer will be part of Amer- 
ica's folklore, part of its heri- 
tage and tradition. 


And California takes a bow 


because it was in this state 
that the Calaveras County frog 
jumped, launching Mark on 
the road to immortality.

F YOU lived In Long Beach 
prior to 1930, you prob- 
ably will recall the old 


Bixby home on the corner of 
West Ocean Blvd. and Mag- 
nolia AVe., with its cupola look- 
Ing put toward the sea. In the 
yard an ancient Chinese in- 
cense burner attracted the At- 
tention of curious passersby, 
who often stoppd to inquire 
what it was and from whence 
it had come. 


Opening the door to such, 


callers was Margaret H. How- 
ard, who was only too eager 
to show the visitors room after 
room containing the remark- 
able collection of Oriental art 
objects which she had gath- 
ered. 


Her home was a show place 


which became a popular rendez-, 
vous for students and,othersi 
Interested in Oriental art, who 
came again and again to ad- 
mire the hand-carved teakwood 
tables, the beautiful cabinets,, 
filled with lovely porcelain and 
china, the exquisitely embroi- 
dered ceremonial robes, the jade 
pieces and other objects in this 
priceless . collection of 2617 
pieces', one of the largest indi-' 
vidual collections west of Chi- 
cago.

There are several ways in 


which seeds may be broadcast 
and most of them prove suc- 
cessful if the ground is well 
pulverized in advance.

Highways Chief 
Warns Motorists 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 26. Nu 
merous recent serious traffic ac- 
cidents traceable to unfavorable 
weather and road conditions drew 
words of warning today from 
Clifford E. Peterson, commission- 
er of the California Highway 
Patrol. 


"The best insurance against 
trouble in bad weather is ex- 
treme caution," Peterson said. 
"This means caution before start- 
ing on a trip as well as during 
the trip. 
Be sure your brakes 
are in good condition, that your 
windshield wiper is working and 
that your lights are functioning 
properly. Tires with worn out 
treads are dangerous on slippery 
roads, so check each one care- 
fully. A few minutes of caution 
may save a lifetime of sorrow." 


. Peterson also issued a word of 
caution to persons planning to 
drive in snow country. 
"Call the nearest Highway Pa 
tvpl office and inquire if chains 
are needed in the, areas you plan 
to visit," he said. "Never take a 
chance without them.
